REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Applicant's arguments and amendments, filed 02/07/11 have overcome the rejections of 
the office action mailed 10/05/10. Consequently, the said rejections are withdrawn. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner has 
found claims 1-3, 5-7, 9 and 10 to be unobvious over the prior art of record and therefore to be 
allowable over the prior art of record. The present invention relates to a compound represented 
by a given general formula (I) or a salt thereof. The compound of the present invention is not 
taught or suggested in the prior art and is unobvious over the prior art. It should be noted that the 
chemical structure relied upon in the prior art which was obtained from STN was incorrectly 
entered and presented by CAS. That is, the prior art (Mineura et al.) compound is the 4', 5'- 
cyclic phosphate which is different from the 3', 4'-cyclic phosphate claimed by Applicants. CAS 
has since corrected the structure in their database (due to our query) and has indicated that the 
structure was entered incorrectly. Thus, the structure of the prior art (i.e., correct structure) is 
different from Applicant's claimed structure as verified by CAS.
